The Damage in the City by the Storm 
Estimated at Fully $100,000, 



D«inr«B, CoL, Oct 87,-Aside from 



to the public and to private interests, 
the storm of Monday nlg-ht and Tues- 
day has wrought an Intrinsic damage 
to the city of Denver and its suburbs 
that la conservatively estimated to be 
in excess of 9100,000. Of oourse, should 
the storm continue several days, the 
majority will multiply many times. 
The estimate of damage Includes only 
the semi-public concerns, such as the 
electric light, telephone, telegraph and 
streetcar companies. It is to the wires 
and poles that the greatest harm has 
been done. City Electrician Stern said 
Tuesday afternoon that probably 1,000 
poles were down in Denver aloue and 
upward of 4,000 miles of wires. 

General Manager Field, of the Colo- 
rado Telephone Co., estimated the 
present damage to its system atS20,0O0. 
It would be greater, he said, but for 
the fact that in the central portion of 
the city the company had recently 
placed many of its wires underground. 

With the exception of the Rock Is- 
land, the Kansas j'acific, the Colorado 
Central and Julcsburg and South I'ark 
branches of the Oulf road, railroads 
leading into Denver have been com- 
pletely blocked all day. Snow plows 
have been brought into active service on

Ilirseh- 
feldcrs consumption cure to the royal 
academy of medicine of Helgium and 
that the academy has commissioned 
Dr. Van Lair, one of its members to 
make an examination, the formula for 
making oxytulierculine, which it is 
claimed makes consumption curable, is 
briefly stated as follows: 

Veal is soaked in water and its juice 
is then boiled and filtered, lilycerine, 
peptone and salt are put in the liquid, 
which Is made slightly alkaline with 



In this liquid the germs of tuber- 
culosis are grown. When they are 
fully developed the liquid with the 
germs is boiled and filtered. The re- 
sultant liquid is tuberculine. 

This tuberculine is the basis of Mr. 
Ilirsehfelder's preparation. Peroxide 
of hydrogen is added to it and the mix- 
ture is heated for IS hours, at the end 
of which time it isoxytuberculine. This 
is clarified by a caustic soda solution 
and a portion of borax acid is put in to 
keep it from decomposing.
